Is  is  a  job  we 
hope  you  will  undertake  seriously  and  honestly. 
You  will  be  asked  to  evaluate  your  fellow  club 
members  as  to:  how  well  they  work  in  a  group,  how 
helpful  they  are  in  getting  the  work  done,  how  helpful 
they  are  in  coming  up  with  ideas,  and  if  you  think  they 
would  benefit  from  Club  Week.

WHAT  IS  CLUB  WEEK? 

4-H  Club  Week  is  a  one  week  seminar  on  personal 
growth  and  development.  The  purpose  of  Club  week  is 
to  have  the  delegate  look  at  himself  and  ask  "Who  am 
I"  and  to  find  out  more  about  how  he  or  she  relates  to 
other  people.

WHO  VOTES?

ALBERTA  4-H  CONSERVATION  CAMP  1983 


Up  to  sixty-five  4-H  members  from  all  parts  of  Alberta,  as  well  as  three  Saskatchewan  and  four 
Montana  4-H  delegates,  will  be  sharing  an  unforgettable  week  in  a  very  unique  area  of  Alberta  this 
summer.  For  anyone  with  a  genuine  interest  in  the  environment,  Conservation  Camp  '83  offers  a 
special  chance  to  plan  for  a  better  tomorrow.  At  the  completion  of  camp,  each  delegate  should  be 
able  to  more  accurately  assess  and  define  what  is  meant  by  the  term  "Conservation",  and  explain 
how  change  in  any  one  of  the  following  environmental  topic  areas  affects  each  of  the  others.  Each 
delegate  will  study  two  areas,  but  will  gain  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  camp's  theme  —  "FIVE 
IS  ONE". 

1.  WATER  CONSERVATION  —  Examines  the  basic  nature  of  water;  its  use  by  modern 
industrial  man,  and  problems  relates  to  its  use;  and  its  interrelationship  with  other 
resources. 

2.  SOIL  CONSERVATION  —  Examines  the  components,  structure,  and  texture  of  soil;  the 
role  of  soil  in  sustaining  plant  and  animal  life;  wind  and  water  erosion,  and  soil 
management. 

3.  RANGE  MANAGEMENT  —  Examines  how  best  to  utilize  range  forage  for  maximum 
livestock  production;  how  to  sustain  forage  fields;  how  range  related  to  other  resources; 
and  how  to  avoid  endangering  other  use  of  the  land. 

4.  FISH  AND  WILDLIFE  MANAGEMENT  —  Exposes  delegates  to  problems  confronting  fish 
and  wildlife;  examines  work  being  done  to  study  and  manage  wildlife;  discusses  aims, 
objectives,  and  responsibilities  of  law  enforcement  as  they  relate  to  the  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Division  of  the  Alberta  Government. 

5.  FORESTRY  CONSERVATION  —  Examines  mapping,  sampling,  aerial  photography; 
equipment  used  in  firef ighting  and  timber  analysis  and  ma  nagement;  analysis  of  what 
comprises  the  forest  community;  examines  lumber  production. 

A  general  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  inter-relationship  of  these  areas  throughout  group  sessions 
at  the  camp,  and  during  field  trips. 

NOTE:  Conservation  Camp  is  an  educational  program  devoting  five  to  six  hours  per  day  in 

sessions  which  may  take  the  form  of  lectures,  films,  slide  presentations,  field  trips,  and 
small  group  activities.  Evening  activities  will  be  social-recreational  in  scope,  with  ample 
opportunity  to  meet  new  friends  as  well  as  discuss  other  issues  of  current  interest.
